African Plant Said 
To Offer Promise 
In Arthritis Cure 


WASHINGTON (AP) Gov- 
ernment scientists have left for 
Africa to procure species of a 
rare plants said to offer possi 
bilities as a rich source of corti- 
sone—a chemical that has shown 
dramatic promises in treating 
rheumatoid arthtritis and rheu- 


}matic fever. 


The scientists plan to bring 
samples of seedg and plants back 
to the United States to determine 
whether the substance can be 
produced from them—and also 
to find out whether they can be 
grown in the United States.

But the quantities are so small 
that-only a few of the-millions of 
sufferers from arthritis and only 
a few rheumatic fever patients 
can be given treatment in re- 
search programs.

Report New Virus Disease 
Being Mistaken For Polio 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP)— 
Yale scientists today expressed 
belief, that a large number of 
cases diagnosed as poliomyelitis 
may actually be attributable to a 
new and apparently non-crippling 
virus. 

Existence of the virus, first re- 
ported by the New York State 
department of health, was con- 
firmed by the Yale researchers 
after a year’s study. : 

Isolated during last summers 
polio outbreak in southern New 
England, North Carolina and 
Texas, the origin of the virus still 
is unknown and its means of 
transmission are obscure. But the 
Yale scientists reported that all 
infected persons who’ have come 
to their attention have recovered 
with no harmful after-effects. 

A report of the Yale research 
was published today in the pro- 
ceedings of the society for ex 
é 


perimental biology and medicine, 
Commenting on the report, Jo 
seph L. Nelnick, associate pro 
fessor of microbiology, said: 

“Tt is belleved this new virus 
was the cause of widespread ill- 
ness last year during the polio 
myelitis season. Last year there 
were about 28,000 cases in the 
United States which were re- 
ported as poliomyelitis, the larg- 
est number since 1914. 

“On the basis of. this research 
at Yale, it is believed a sizeable 
percentage of these cases may 
have been falsely diagnosed as 
poliomyelitis and were actually 
attributable to this new 8.
